A friend has favored us with the perasal of a 
letter from Smyrna to the 19th August. They in- 
close extracts of a letter from the Greek tslaud of 
Ipsara, of the 29th July, which give very flatter- 
ing accounts of the prospects of Grecian affairs at 
that date. It willbe seen, they do not wholly 
agree with other accounts fiom Europe, of dates 
as late and later. and perhaps allowances may be 
made for predilections on both sides, 

“Jrsara, 29th July, 1825.—We are in hourly 
expectation of the return of our privateers. Somme 
were before Lennos, others in the Gulph of Salo- 
nica and Volo, and othe:s on the coast of Syria. 
Yesterday 5 vessels left ovr harbor to go to the 
Dardanelles, and land on the coast of Troy and 
Ikise, and even farther if they can. Something 
must accrue from this. It is really astonishing to 
see, that the Greeks ave so regardless of the for- 
midable fleet of the Captain Pacha, and that they 
are pillaging the ‘Turkish coast in spite of Ins ex- 
ertions. According to the reports-we have here, 
the Greek cause is prospering every where. The 
Captain Pacha has done nothing even up to the 
present.time. He is still at anchor before Patras, 
aad it is said that a dangerous fever has very 
much weakened his fleet.

by the Greeks. 

“On the side of Volo and Trikeri.the Greeks 
have again taken the offensive, and we hope the 
same will take place at Caristo(Negropont,) where 
ten Hydriot vessels have landed troops and am- 
munition. It is added, that the Turks have been 
again obhged to shut themselves up in the castle 
of Caristo; and that the inhabitants of Negropont 
are taking vigorous measures to cause the surren- 
der of it 

“ Smynwa, 19th Aug.-—The confirmation of the 
above we have just received, via Athens. It is 
moreover said, to day, that the castle of Maretti- 
mo, in Candia, bas been taken, and that the Greeks 
were bombarding the castle of Canie, by land and 
sea. Neketaras has arrived belore Patras with 
15000 Greeks, to prevent any further landing of 
Turks. In Livadia Odysseus has defeated in five 
different encounters the body of troops there. The 
naval fleet of the Greeks, it is said. and we believe 
it. have gone out to meet the Turks ov their return. 
The Idriots have 14 fire ships with them. We 
have accounts to day that the Persiaus have made 
peace with the Turks.”

New Orleans, Sept. 22.

The ANew York Canal.—Aftcr having 
announced tothe public the late jubilee at 
Albany, it may not be uninteresting to the 
friends of internal improvement elsewhere 
to reccive, from one ofour correspondents, 
the following particulars respecting the 
extent, usefulness, and cost of the two 
great Canals of New York. 

“ The Erie Canal is 363 miles long. It 
was commenced on the 4th of July, 1819, 
and is finished, except 30 miles at its 
western extremity, from Lock-port to 
Buffalo, which will be completed next 

ecr. 

“ This Canal has 81 locks of solid ma- 
sonry; 26 between Albany and Schenec- 
tady; 25 between the latter place and 
Uuca; 25 between Utica and Rochester, 
and 5 from Rochester, on the Genessee 
river, to Buffalo, of Lake Erie. 

“The northern or Champlain Cana 
was begun the 10th of June, 1818, abet 
finishec. lis whole extent is 63 
with 21 locks: in this enumerati 
locks communicate with the Hudso 
Troy, the great sloop-lock above Troy, 
and five ascending lock: at Lock-port, are 
omitted, as well asthe gteed locks. 

“ There are several aqeednets of great 
length, three over the Mohawk und one 
over the Genessee, which cost $60,900, 
and also several dams, five ovet the Hud- 
son, one over the Tonewanta creck, and 
one over the Mohawk. There is « kteral 
cut from the Erie Canal to Salina»f 1} 
miles, and several feeders, some of which, 
are navigable, and a great number of) 
bridges.
